■•w <• Lar tha FMsdaWm liar » 
and PraaiaUa Haf<. 

By the Judioioua use of proper food, 
ee rtl nued for a lengthy period, either 
quality or qnnntity of milk can be In- 
creiiHiMl in iiiiy dairy breed. I aay 
dairy breed, for in a purely beef breed 
tha inereaae ol food will only develop 
flesh. By proiior feeding the milk or- 
gana are brought Into nmro active ex- 
ercise, and are tliiis gradually devel- 
oped. In time thia development be- 
coinea a fixed, permanent charaeter- 
iatio, ao allied to nature as In a degree 
to Ba Iranamlttad to the oCapring. 
Howerer, this proceaa of development 
Is too stow for onr day and gcnorn- 
tion, except na an Important adjunct 
to some more practical method. 

Giiod care Is an ImporUmt factor In 
the improvement of all llre-atocfc, aa- 
pecially dairy eowa. Bigolarlly In 
feeding and In milking, kindnaaa and a 
liberal use of tlie comb and hnisli, are 
all-Important, for the cow Is Iho most 
aonsltive, ciiinplex and Intricato piece 
of nrii'liiiu'iy in use in any branch of 
agricultural industry, aensiliveloevery 
touch, over/ change— ruined by neg- 
lect or Improved by oare. 

Selection la one of the moat practical 
and efllcient methoda of improving the 
dairy, and should always be prac- 
ticed, wliotlier breeding pure -brood a or 
grades. Cull out all inferior anlmala 
and aend them to the ahamblea. By 
thia means the herd can be greatly 
Improved nnil the prndnetlim lii- 
croftseil, but It will not rst;il)li.ili (ixeil 
liereilil:iiy cli:ifiicleii.slics. There is 
nil corliiinly tliiit the superior iiiiiili- 
tiea of the ancoatora will be trans- 
mitted. AU these varlona methods 
tend toward and aaalat In the develop- 
niont of breeds, but life ia too ahort 
and time too vnlunblo to depend npoa 
them as the only means. 

The fDiindation for it hnnl should ho 
chosen from families, iho members ol 
which all poaaaia in a marked degree 
the qualitloa wUoh yon wtah lo per. 
petuate, and thus auure yonraolf that 
these qualities have become fixed char- 
acteristics and are not accidents. Bo- 
nioniher, alsn, that Iho merits 
of a family should not be 
measured by the rooprda ol 
a single Individual, but by the av- 
erage or combined product ol a ma- 
jority ol the whole. We often over- 
estimate tha value ol single-day 
rooorda. They Irequentiy convey an 
erroneona Imptoasion regarding the 
actual value of a cow. A long eon- 
tinned trial furnishoa the only true 
evidence of real wonh. Tha eow with 
a large day'a record ia good to aell| 
the ono with a largo year'a record Is 
guild lo keen "t'"'" 
suits in tlio shortest time, select your 
sirca and dama from two families, or 
ivMi remote branches ol the same 
fiimily, which posseu in an eminent 
dngrco thoiiuaiitieaand characteristics 
wliieh you wish to cnltiviito and por- 
petii.ile. H yen are fm luiiate in tills 
uiiiuii Ihe.se ilealrod qimlilies will bc- 
conin iiitenKllicd In the offspring. 
Groat progroas Is frequently made l y

not a safe nieihod in Ilia hands of the 
iiii'.\|H'rii'nei'ii breeder.— vFlirmi ttM 
and tilQokman.

Ho swore very viijoroua- 
ly ami px|)rp.ssetl yrcat rcjjict that lie 
had hcen ranj^lit iinannod, hul olber- 
wias (|Uietly submitled. Hia captora 
broui;lit him to this city Sunday on 
ths 10 o'clock train, liuatlcd him into 
a cloaed carriage at the depot and 
hurried him into Jail.

He aaya he wu abot at by tbe 
partlea who cbaaad him acroea Weat 
Fork, abont two waeka ago, and af- 
ter wading the rlrar ha eluded hia 
purauers, who paaaed within 60 feet 
of him. He hasn't been In the Stale 
aince the night after the shooting. 
He had heard thera waa a reward of- 
fered and thoagbt ba ataod f better 
chance to.eona dear if ha ataid In 
Tennessee.] 

Thia ia ths aubstance of his account 
of tbe affair. It is needless to say 
that tbe part about the circumstances 
leading to the shooting is a tissue of 
llaa. UIs assault was an unprovok- 
ed attempt to assassinate an unarm- 
ed man, who was doing him a favor 
by permitting him to ride on hia 
wagon. Skinner ia a moan looking 
Bconndrcl and ought to be given tht 
severest poaaiblo puniabmcnt. lie la 
a very black fellow, only abont 21 
years old and baa a scar on bla lip by 
which he was easily identified. He 
has confessed to a dozen or more per- 
sons and talks about tho occurrence 
In an insolent, boastful manner. 

He was brought out ycalordsy and 
his examining trial vol for Friday. 
Judge Brasher thought it wonld not 
ba safe to take liini to Ilelleviow In 
let Fourqurean identify him. The lat- 
ter waa removed to bla home a fen 
daya ago. Skluner will therefore be 
kept in Jail until bis viclim is well 
enough lo allcnd Ihe trisl. Very un- 
favorable reporlH were lecoived yea- 
lenlay of Mr. Fourqumn'a coiidilion.
